SERIOUSJHARGES. 


Stories of the Most Startling 


Nature About One of the 


Police Force. 


HIGH 
TIME 
TO 
INVESTIGATE. 


CERULLA ARRESTED. 


Jealousy and Even Burglary Are Charged 


By Members of Che Force. Defi- 


nite Charges Told for 


the First Time.

For more than a week past the air has 


been full of rumors seriously reflecting 
upon a member of the police force, and 
instead of dying away as sensational 
rumors usually do in a little time, tbe 
charges have increased in number and tbe 
boldness with which they are made has 
steadily grown. 
(Jnder these circum- 


stances it is deemed that a statement of 
the charges is justifiable, that the people 
and officials of this city may know how 
the matter stands, and that 'the latter 
may take sueh action as the case would 
seem to demand. 


So fares the TRANSCRIPT is informed, 


the talk was started by an incident in con- 
nection with tbe raid on an unlicensed 
liquor saloon kept by an Italian on Main 
street. This raid was made last week, as 
reported at the time, but the incident re- 
ferred to has not before been mentioned 
in this paper. 


One of the officers who was detailed to 


work up the case engaged a certain :nan 
to go to the place at a certain time and 
buy drink, and it was planned to make 
the raid at the proper time to find this 
man drinking, in order to have positive 
evidence against tbe keeper of the place. 
The officer who made this arrangement 
told his plans to a brother officer. 
Later 


the man who had been engaged as a 
'spotter' went to the officer who had en. 
gaged hiri and said the officer to whom 
the plttn had been unfolded had ordered 
him to get ont of town, adding that if he 
did not he would be arrested for vagrancy. 
The man was considerably disturbed, but 
he was assured tLat he would betaken 
careof and told logo ahead and do as he 
had agreed. He did so, carrying out his 
part of the program faithfully, ond was 
found with a bottle in his hand when 
Chief Kendall and several officers entered 
to search the place. The raid was a com- 
plete success. 


Soon afterwards the alleged attempt to 


thwart the undertaking came to the ears 
of Chief Kendall, who was surprised to 
think that any officer would stoop to such 
an act. He told the accused officer that 
the entire force should work in harmony, 
but passed over the matter without much 
ado, supposing it to be 'the outcome of 
petty jealousy and deserving of no more 
than the gentle reprimand that was 
given. 


But this ripple, instead of dying down 


and becoming forgotten, v-as but the 
beginning of a series ot charges since 
made against tbe accused officer, and 
which are altogether too s< rious to be ig- 
nored. If they are true the sooner they 
are proved and the proper remedy is 
applied the better it will be for this city 
and its police force, and if they are not 
true the damning falsehoods cannot be 
nailed too soon. 


The charge of attempted interference 


with a proposed liquor raid sinks into in- 
significance by tbe side of those which 
have since been made, and made boldly. 
An officer of tbe force himself tells the 
TRANSCRIPT that the officer in question 
was formerly in the habit of repairing to 
a certain club room while on night duty 
and drinking liquor there. There is no 
room to doubt the truth of this charge, as 
the officer who makes it confesses that he 
himself was-equally guilty of this lapse 
from duty. 


But even this charge 15 trivial, compared 


with the grave ones that have since 
reached the ears of Chief Kendall and 
many citizens of the city. It is boldly as- 
serted by a rjembei of the force that the 
accused officer on one occasion proposed 
to another officer that they unite in com- 
mitting a burglary. The mac whc made 
this proposition, according to the state- 
ment ot our informant, said there was a 
sum of J500 or $600 in the safe in the clerk 
of the district court, and that it would be j 
an easy matter for the two to obtain it 


• white on duty at ni^ht and "no one would 
be the wiser." 


The question now is whether the propo- 


sition was made in earnest or whether ne 
who made it was feeling of the other of. 
fleer m order to find out what sort of 
stuff he was made of. The man to whom 
this proposition was made Bays he and the 
roan who made it were on very friendly 
terms at the time, which would indicate 
that the officer who suggested the enter- 
prise meant business. 


But even th-.s was oc'.y a proposition. I 


Whether it would have been carried out 
if it had been accepted no one knows but 
tbe man who made it. 
But it must be 


confessed that it is not the sort of talk for 
arightminded officer lo indulge in. 


The charges enumerated above art elm- 


ply sufficiept to warrant an investigation, 
and yet there is still another that eclipses 
them all. This :s -that nn officer of the 
force some time ago detected the officer 
whose character has been caKed in ques- 
tion in the act of burglarizine a store and 
saw h-.m carrying away goods. It is said 
our former chief of police was informed 
of this and told by the officer who made 
the disclosure that if he could have a 
search warrant he would go to the accused 
officer's house and get the goods. 


Such, in brief, are the stories now in 


common circulation about one of our 
police officers. It is a very serious matter, 
whether the stories be true or false, and 
the people of the city will not be satisfied 
until the truth is known, The accused 
man has said that he is ready for an in. 
vestigation, and that the circumstances 
demand this without unnecessary delay 
all must admit. 


The Italian Who Did. the Slabbing Cap. 


tured In Troy. 


Chief Kendall demonstrated yesterday 


his ability to handle transgressors of the 
law by the capture of Michaelo Cernllai 
the assailant of Vincenzo Slca, who was 
stabbed in the Italian row on River street 


early yesterday morning. The informa- 
tion of the fifcht vma not received at the 
police station until some time after the 
affair took place. 


When Officers Parrow and Mack arrived 


at the house they found only two Italians 
there and learned that Cerulla bad 
skipped. They obtained an accurate de- 
scription of the fugitive and returned to 
tbe station house. 
Chief Kendall promptly telegraphed to 
places along the railroads the description 
of the man wanted, and the two men in 
the house were locked up for witnesses. 
Chief Kendall, City Solicitor Potter and 
Officer Dineen went to the hospital to jet 
a deposition from Sica, but as he would 
not believe his end was near bis state- 
ment was not to be much relied upon. 
The police were on the alert for si?ns of 
Cerulla during the day, but could get no 
trace of his whereabouts. 


At 5 o'clock Chief Kendall was much 


elated, but not much surprised, on receipt 
of a telegram from the Troy police saaying 
that Cerulla had besn caught. Two de- 
tectives had arrested him just as be was 
in the act of getting aboard the Susque- 
hanna flyer. He was taken to police 
headquarters, whtre be confessed his act. 
A search of bis clothes resulted in the 
finding of a large sharp knife, a razor and 
fJO,

Elsewhere in this paper will be found 


the cuue and substance of Rome very un- 
complimentary talk that to now going 


• the rounds about our police force and has 


com e repeatedly to our ears and to the 
Mrs of many of our readers. 


The whole matter is indeed regrettable, 


and we bad hoped it might be rightfully 
settled, behind the scenes without this 
pub] ic having to be chagrined by having 
one of its most important set of officers 
put m a position little less than scandal- 
ens, with the accompanying loss of public 
confidence. 


But. as there are evident dissensions and 


ilHeelings in our police force, and the 
members themselves seem to have been 
the ones to have brought the serious 
charges made, the TRANSCRIPT takes the 
position that it is time the public, without 
hinting or insinuating, be told just what 
these charges are. This we have done in 
our news columns. 
' There is but one thing to do in this mat' 
tor, as it seems to us. Sift the charges 
made, and straighten out the police force. 
By this we mean, that no police force 
should have any ill feeling or feelings of 
jealousy among its members, nor have 
any member whose character is not good. 
They mast all be in unity to perform their 
duties well and satisfactorily to the 
public. 


Let t here be an official investigation and 


•let the lightning strike where it will. Let 
those under suspicion be either exoner- 
ated or put off the force. When the axe 
falls let it go way to the roots, and let 
North Adams have a police force none of 
whose members are scandalizing each 
other, and none of whom can be the sub- 
ject for scandal. 


Till an investigation is made the public 


should reserve its judgment, nor lose con- 
fidence in the members while they remain 
on the force. It is only fair to add that 
our new chief of police is of course a 
comparative stranger to all the past his- 
tory of his force, and that he stands ready 
to do his impartial duty at this time when 
he can do so much for the town's good 
name and fame. 


IS THE OUTLOOK SO PEACEFUL? 


We have read Lord Salisbury's speech 


(the Queen's speech! and we are unable to 
find so great signs of a peaceful and lamb- 
like settlement of the Venezuelan matter 
as have been generally paraded In news- 
paper headlines. Lord Salisbury deals in 
glittering generalities about peace and 
good will toward America. 


The New York Sun, seems to us to have 


taken the truest measure of the English 
premier's position when it says: 


"After some vague professions of good 


will for this country, and of a belief that 
in the future recourse should be made 
more frequently to arbitration as • means 
of settling controversies between England 
and the United States, the prime minister 
proceeded to plant himself on ground sub- 
•tantially identical with that which he 
took in his note to Mr. Olney. It Is true 
that he said not a word about the bogus 
Bchomburgk line, which he formerly de- 
clared represented the irreducible mini, 
mum of British Guiana's claim, but of 
which a better acquaintance with its his- 
tory has made him, no doubt, heartily 
ashamed. 
The premier fell back, how- 


erer, on a position equally inadmissible 
from the view point ol Venezuela's con- 
Btiiution, or in the eye of international 
equity; the position, namely, that British 
subjects could, by encroaching on 'Ms. 
puted territory, in the teeth of 'proteato 
from an adverse claimant, acquire title by 
prescription. This, and nothing else, was 
the position which he took when he de- 
clared that 'the proposal that the will of 
an arbitrator might hand over 
40,000 


British subjects to Venezuela, could' not 
be accepted.' " 


What if our national commission, now 


investigating the Venezuelan matter, up- 
holds the justice of Venezuela's claims? 
What will such elusive words as Salisbury 
lw. ottered amount to then? Salisbury 
has got to do something more than believe 
that "means may be found, by combining 
negotiations anU arbitration, to effect a 
tettlement," or there will be serious 
trouble between the two countries. 
.This storm isn't over yet.

E. T. SC1DMORE. 


A Prominent Man Known by Many Hire 


Passes Away. 


The death of E. T. Skidmore of New 


nurgh, N. V., Is of interest to many in 
this town with whom be became well 
acquainted two years ago, when he spent 
several months here under the care of Dr. 
W. E. Brown & Son. Mr. Skidmore 
stopped at the Wilson while in town and 
was thus thrown into contact with many 
of our leading men, and he also took a 
great interest in our board of trade and 
became pleasantly acquainted with many 
of its members. He was a very genial, 
intelligent and well posted man and 
seemed greatly to enjoy his contact with 
the people of North Adams. He was here 
for treatment of cancer of the face, and 
the treatment waa successful, but he was 
later attacked by cancer of the stomach^ 
which was the cause of his death. Mr. 
Skldrnore is well and pleasantly remem- 
bered here and the news of his death will 
be received with regret by all who were 
acquainted with him. 
The following 


notice of his death appeared in the New- 
burgh Sunday Telegram of Feb. 2. 


"E. T. Skidmore died on Tuesday night, 


after a long illness from cancer ot the 
stomach. He had been confined to his 
bed for nine months. The deceased was 
the son of Thomas H. Skidmore, who still 
survives, and was born in New York city 
nearly 58 years ago. Hia early boyhood 
was spent in the metropolis and at Platte- 
kill, Ulster county, but he was yet a 
youth when his parents removed to New- 
ourgh. For a time he was a olerk for his 
father, who had established a large 
retail grocery store at the southwest 
corner of' Water and South, streets. 
Then he established a wholesale grocery 
business on Front street, and was pros- 
perous. In 1879 he sold his wholesale 
grocery house to his father, who took as 
partners in the buslnass Stephen M. Bull 
wd John W. Mathews, Mr. Bull being a 
brother-in-law of the deceased. For ergbt 
years Mr. Skidmore lived in Minnesota 
and Dakota, speculating in wheat and 
farm lands in sections that proved valua- 
ble, and in real estate in the cities. In St. 
Paul he erected a fine business block, 
which is known as the Skidmore block. 
In Grand Rapids he was so prominent in 
the development of the place that one of 
the finest streets of the city was named 
Skidmore avenue. 


'At the end of eight years of active per- 


sonal supervision of his western interests 
he returned to Newburgh. He erected 
buildings, put up the Imperial fiats, built 
a large building on Front street^and im- 
proved his other real estate about town. 
He took a great interest in the building of 
the Palatine, nnd but for him the town 
would now be in the condition it was 
twenty years ago, when it had the repu- 
tation of being the worst hotel town in 
the state. Now it is one of the very best. 
A few years ago Mr. Skidmore organized 
the Skidmore Mercantile company. This 
business is now conducted by Hilton & 
Howard. 


'Mr. Skidmore was a member of New- 


burgh's board of education dnring the 
period 1877-81. Ip 1892 he was elected 
president of the board of trade and held 
this office to the time of his death. He 
was a member of Trinity M. E. church 
and had been a trustee of the church. He 
was a trustee of Syracuse university and 
an intimate personal friend of Rev. Dr. J. 
R. Day, chancellor of that university. He 
was also a member of the Masonic fra- 
ternity, having been made a Mason in 
1866 by Hudson River lodge. A year later 
he became a companion of Highland 
chapter, No. 52, Royal Arch Masons, and 
served three different times as high priest 
of the chapter. The deceased is survive d 
by bis wife and one son, Thomas H. Skid- 
more, who resides at Middletown, N. Y. 
The funeral took place on Friday, Rev. 
Andrew Longacre, of Yonkers, officiating. 
The interment was at Cedar Hill." 


The Telegram in another article, touch- 


ing on Mr. Skidmore's business enter- 
prises, says that he leaves an estate esti- 
mated at 1400,000.

MARY ANDERSON'S WARDROBE. 


When She Had bnt One 'Stage Cortum* 


For Fir* Five Act Play*. 


Three months elapsed between Mary 


Anderson's first appearance on the stage 
and her second performance, "a hoard 
breaking interval," writes Mrs. De Na- 
varro in The Ladles' Home Journal. Man- 
ager Macauley of Louisville then offered 
her his theater again for a wook, and aha 
presented the chief roles in five plays— 
"Fazio," "The Hunohbook," "Evadno," 
"The Lady of Lyons" and "Romeo and 
Juliet.'.' Other first-week's engagement 
she writes: ''At the end of the week I was 
in debt to the manager for the sum of £1, 
the house having bean largo enough only 
to cover the running expenses. All I had 
gained by a week of hard work was a sad 
heart and a very sore throat. Besides, 
creditors became unpleasantly importu- 
nate, for my scanty wardrobe was not yet 
paid for. This consisted of a white satin 
dress, simply made, which did servioa for 
all the parts. It sparkled in silver trim- 
ming for Juliet, was covered with pink 
roses for Julia, became gay in green and 
gold for Evadne and cloudy with white 
lace for Pauline. 
Tho unfortunate gowm 


owed Its many changes to the nimble and 
willing fingers ot my mother, who spent 
mnch time each day in its metamorphoses. 


"A train of velveteen, a white muslin 


Bress and a modern block silk gown, 
which, like Mrs. Toodles, we thought 
'would be so useful,' but which hod to be 
discarded after Its first appearance, com- 
pleted my wardrobe—surely a meager one 
for five plays of five acts each, requiring 
at least 18 gowns. We had built up 
financial as well as artistic hopes for that 
week and were disappointed in both. But 
it proved more successful than was at first 
thought, for shortly after, Ben De Bar, 
one of the greatest Falstaffa of his time, 
engaged me for six nights at his St. Louis 
theater. At the end of that time I found 
myself in his debt for the sum of $600, bub 
the houses had steadily improved, and tha 
press was filled with long articles enthu- 
siastic about the present and full of pre- 
dictions about the future." 


The Swiss Band*. 


The Swiss bands inarched to the inusio 


of fife and drum or of their own voices, 
the notation of one of their marching 
songs being still preserved. The forest 
cantons also sent a horn with their com- 
panies, which instruments were known 
by nicknames, Bull of UrI, Cow of Unter- 
walden, and the like. Their sound waa 
long a note of terror to the men of Aus- 
tria and Buiguiidy, and made a grand 
rallying cry for the Swiss in action. But 
apart, from this, these horns appear to ba 
the origin of the bugle horns which still 
appear on the appointments of our light 
Infantry, and have displaced the drum ta 
the distinctive instrument of the foot sol- 
dier. Koch company of course had a flag 
of its own, which on march or in action 
was posted in the center under a guard of 
halberds. Whence the main body some- 
times was called by the name of the pnn- 
ner (banner.) The Swiss were distin- 
guished by the small size of their flags; 
the landsknochts, on the contrary, to ac- 
centuate the difference between themselves 
and their Imturt rivals, curried enormotis 
ensigns, and made great play with them. 
Other nations chose a happy mean between 
the two. 


Uniform was of course a thing virtually 


unknown in the fourteenth nnd fifteenth 
centuries, though the Swiss, If we are to 
trust old woodcuts, wore the white cress 
on a red ground even at Sempaeh.—Mao- 
inillau's Magazine.

suddenly the girl's head seemed' to me to 
dwindle to tho size of a walnut. I clapped 
my hand aver my left eye. Had I been 
mistaken? I could see as well as ever. 
But when, in its turn, I covered my right 
eye, I learned what had happened. My 
lolt eye had failed me. It 'might bo alto- 
gether lost. It wus so sudden a blow that 
I was as thunderstruck. Seeing my dis- 
may, Van Lerius came up and asked me 
what might bo tho matter, and when I 
told him he said that it was nothing; that 
he had had that himself, and so on.

PASSING OF THE GYPSY. 


Romany Bjes 
Gradually Disappearing 


From the Haunti of Ainu. 


The gradual disappearance and extinc- 


tion' of that picturesque vagabond, tho 
genuine, siiuon pure gypsy, has caused 
much comment, but the reason for tho dy- 
ing out of the old raoo is somewhat diffi- 
cult to find. There are probably more 
roving, wandering vagabonds in tho world 
today than ever before, but a real Romany 
Is seldom found even in England, whore 
he formerly flourished. In this country 
real gypsies were never numerous and aro 
today less so than ever before. They are 
occasionally met with, but the bands are 
either very small, or are composed of horse 
trading scamps and fortune telling "fa- 
kirs," who have not a drop of the Romany 
blood in their veins. 


In the old days the gypsy impressed him- 


self and his personality on the literature 
and the art of the countries in which lie 
ronmod. It was a poor novel that did cot 
introduce a gypsy fortune teller, and a 
poor play that did not have at least ona 
child stolen by gypsies, while tho artists 
fairly reveled in studies and sketches of 
gypsy maidens. But the gypsies of today 
do act indulge in any child stealing pro- 
clivities, although they occasionally make 
a '-bluff" at telling fortunes. As (or tho 
children, they usually have enough of their 
own not to bother their heads and risk 
their liberty by stealing those of other 
people. 


A band of gypsies which appeared in the 


province of Quebec the other day actually 
tried to sell their own children, arguing 
that times were so poor that they were no 
longer able to provide for the little ones.

ORDINANCE NUMBER 4. 


An ordinance -establishing a flre depart- 


ment for the city of -North Adams and 
making regulations therefor: 


Be it ordained by the city council of 


North Adams, a« follows: 


SECTION 1. 'The flre department shall 


consist of a chief engineer, first and second 
assistant engineers, superintendent of the 
water works ex-of&olo, three hose com- 
panies consisting bf twelve men each and 
one book and ladder company consisting 
of nine men, who shall severally be ap- 
pointed by tbe mayor and who, except 
the chief engineer shall hold their re- 
spective offices during good behavior and 
until removed according to law. The 
chief engineer -shall hold office for the 
term of one year beginning with the first 
Monday in February. The members of 
the flre department shall under the regu- 
lations prescribed by the city council and 
such rules of discipline as may be pre- 
scribed by the mayor perform all duties 
required of them in accordance with the 
ordinances of the city and the laws of the 
state. 


SEC. 2.—The engineers so chosen sha)1 


constitute the board of engineers, and 
shall organize by the choice of secretary 
from their own number. The chief en- 
gineer shall be chairman of the board, 
which shall perform tbe duties and exer- 
cise the powers of firewards. The first 
assistant engineer shall be tbe deputy 
chief engineer, who shall in the absence 
or disability of the chief engineer act as 
and discharge the duties of chief engineer- 


SEC. 3.—The chief engineer shall be the 


head of tho department and under the 
direction of the mayor, shall have the 
entire control of the department, its 
officers and men. He shall be responsible 
for tbe discipline, good order and proper 
conduct of the men constituting the 
department and for the good condition of 
all property connected with tbe depart" 
ment. He shall see that the flre hydrants 
are always in working order, and any 
defect therein shall forthwith be reported 
by him to the board of public works. 
Tho superintendent of the water-works 
shall for the purpose of keeping the flre 
hydrants and water mains always in good 
working order be a member of the flre 
department without additional compen- 
sation. 


SKO. 4.—The ohief engineer shall have 


the sole and absolute control and com- 
tqand over all other members of the de- 
partment and all persons present at fires, 
and shall take prompt measure to arrange 
t.lie several hose reels and other appa- 
ratus in the most advantageous manner, 
and issue such orders as he may deem 
necessary. In case of the absence of the 
chief engineer :itH flre, the deputy chief 
engineer or assistant engineer who first 
arrives shall, during such absence, have 
and exercise all the power and authority 
of tbe chief engineer, and shall perform 
the duties of his office, and if no engineer 
be present, tbe foreman who flrst arrives 
with Ills apparatus at a fire shall exercise 
such authority until tbe arrival of the 
chief engineer, the deputy chief or tbe 
assistant, and until the arrival of one of 
said officers, such authority is to be exer- 
cised by tbe assistant foreman who flrst 
arrives with his apparatus and until such 
assistant foreman shall arrive, by the offi- 
cer in command of the company which 
flrst arrives at the flre. 


SBC. 5.—It shall be the duty of the chief 


engineer to keep, or cause to be kept, fair 
and exact rolls of the respective compa- 
nies, specifying the name,age, occupation 
and residence, and the date of the admis- 
sion and discharge of each member of tbe 
department, and to keep an accurate 
account of all property belonging to tbe 
department. 


He shall at the close of each quarter, 


make to the city council a detailed report 
of the condition of the flre department, of 
nil JosMm and accidents by flre that may 
have occurred within tlie city, with all 
nscertainable causes thereof, and of the 
number of buiidingH and description of 
property destroyed or injured,tbeatuount 
ot insurance tburei>n, and the names of 
the owners. 


SKC. «.—It phall, be the duty of the fore- 


man to preserve order and discipline in 
their respective companies and require 
and enforce a compliance with the regula- 
tions of the city council, the rules and rue- 
niatioimof the department andthe orders of 
thechlerandassuitiinteugincer«,aiid to re- 
port forthwith, in writing, to the chief 
engineer, the name of each andcvvry 
member who shall be guilty of any neglect 
of duty or disobedience of orders. They 
shall keep, or cause to be kept by the 
clerks, in books to be provided at the 
expense of the city, fair and uxucl rolls of 
their respective companies, specifying the 
time of admission and discharge of each 
member, with his age, residence and occu- 
pation and also a record of all the city's 
property intrusted to their cure; which 
rolls and records shall at all times be 
subject to the inspection of the chief 
engineer. They shall also make or cause to 
be made, to 
tlio 
chief 
engineer, 


true 
and 
accurate 
returns of all 


members, with their ages, residences and 
occupations, and the condition of the 
apparatus intrusted to their care when- 
ever called upon to do no. 


SEC. 7.—Each company iu the depart- 


ment may adopt' such constitution, by- 
laws and regulations for its government, 
gnbordingte to the regulations of the coun- 
cil and the orders of the mayor as may be 
approved by the chief engineer. 


SKO.8.—No person slmll lie a member 


of the department who is Ian tlmi 
twenty-one years of age, arid who is not 
at the time a resident of the city and a 
citizen of the United Stales. 


SBC, -8.—Any officer or member \vl»o 


shall neglect or refuse to perform liis 
duty, or who shall be guilty of any dis- 
orderly conduct or "disobedience to an 
engineer or officer, may be suspended 
from duty by the chief engineer, who 
shall within seven days thereafter, deliver 
to the city clerk a report to the mayor of 
fain action, stating the name of tho person 
suspended and the cause therefor, and the 
city cleric shall present such report to the 
mayor and the mayor may continue such 
suspension for any definite period, or re- 
move such purson from tbe department. 


Any member suspended from duty shall 


not act as a member of tho department, 
or Le entitled to any compensation, until 
reinstated by the mayor; and in all cases 
of removal from office or from the depart- 
ment, the name of the person removed, 
with a statement of the reasons therefore, 
shall be entered upon the books of the 
chief engineer. 


SEC, 10. Every person admitted into 


tho department shall be and remain 
a member of tbe company named in his 
application until he shall be transferred 
to another company or discharged; and 
no member shall be transferred from one 
company to another except by order of 
chief engineer. 


SEC. 11, Ifony member or officer shall 


expept in case of sickness, be absent from, 
more than one-third of the fires or alarms 
of ures occurring duaing one month, such 
absences, if more than, five iu number, 
shall tut considered good cause for his dis- 
charge from the .department; and an In- 
tentional violation of any of the provisions 


of this ordinance by any officer or mem- 
ber shall also be good cause for bis dis- 
charge. No company shall leave the city 
in case of flre in a neighboring town ex- 
cept by order of the chief engineer or in 
his absence by one of the assistant engi- 
neers. 


SEC. 12. Whenever it shall be deter- 


mined at any fire, by the engineer in com- 
mand to be necessary to pull down or de- 
molish any building, in order to prevent 
the spreading of fire, the same may be 
done by his order, in accordance with the 
statute in such case made and provided. 


BBC. 13'—The chief engineer shall cause 


all places where shavings and other com. 
bustible materials or explosive com. 
pounds or detonators, or other articles, 
goods or merchandise liable to cause fire, 
are placed or kept, to be examined and 
when he deems that said materials or 
other articles,goods or merchandise are so 
placed or kept as to be liable to cause fire, 
ho shall order the tenant or occupant of 
the place where they are so placed or 
kept to remove them; and if such tenant 
or occupant neglects or refuses so to do, 
the chief engineer shall cause the same to 
be removed at the expense of such tenant 
or occupant, who shall in addition be lia- 
ble to a penalty not exceeding |20 for 
such neglect or refusal. 


SEC. 14.—It shall also be tbe duty of 


the chief engineer to take cognizance of 
every building in the city in which any 
steam engine shall be used, and of all 
buildings in the city in process of erection 
or alteration, and to make a record 
of such thereof as, in his judgment may, 
from any cause, in case of fire, be danger- 
ous.and report tbe same to the mayor forth- 
with; and whenever in his opinjon, any 
chimney, hearth, oven, stove, stovepipe, 
Sreframe, or other fixture, or any explo- 
sive or inflammable fluid or material, or 
whatever else may give just cause of 
alarm, should be altered, repaired or re- 
moved, he shall forthwith notify and di- 
rect the owner, tenant or occupant of the 
premises upon which the same is situated 
to alter, repair or remove the same as he 
shall direct. And in case such tenant, 
owner or occupant shall refuse or neglecf 
so to do, he shall cause the same to be re- 
moved, altered or repaired at the expense 
of such owner, tenant or occupant, who 
shall als obe liable to a penalty not exceed- 
ing {20 for such neglect or refusal. Any 
person who shall obstruct the chief engi- 
neer in carrying out tbe provisioni of this 
section shall be liable to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars for each offence. 


SEC. 15. Any person intentionally rais- 


ing a false alarm of flre shall be prosecuted 
by the chief engineer according to luw. 


SEC. 16. All persons not members of 


the department are hereby enjoined and 
required to obey the orders and directions 
of the officer in command at any tire, and 
to render their services, if ordered to to 
do by him. Any person who shall violate 
any provision of this section shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding $10. 


SBC. 17. No gambling shall be allowed 


in any building occupied by any company 
in the fire department, nor shall spirituous 
liquors be used therein. 


SEC. IS. No company or person shall 


draw water from the reservoirs or fire hy- 
drants, except in case of fire unless by 
special permission of the board of engin- 
eers or the superintendent of tbe water 
works, and no hose, reel, cart, hook and 
ladder truck or other apparatus shall be 
taken out of the city, except to a lire 
without permission of the mayor and 
shall not be taken out of the city to a fire 
unless by permission from the chief en- 
gineer or in bis absence one of the assist- 
ant engineers.

House Strongly Protests tho Senate 


Substitute Bond Bill, 


Tariff Bill Postponement In 


the Senate. 


Urgent 
Deficiency Appropriation Bill With 


Amendment Proves Successful. 


•WASHINGTON, Feb. Ii—The house com- 


mittee on foreign affairs did not consider 
tho Cubnn question at 
any 
lougth. 


Only a portion of correspondence sent 
In from tho state department has been 
printed, and so much remains thut it 
was thought best to defer any discussion 
at present.. 
There were remarks made 


which indicated that members of the com- 
mittee would bo very likely to push for a 
resolution looking to a recognition of a 
state of war iu Cuba. 


Most of the tiiuo of the committee way 


taken up by a discussion ot the resolution 
Introduced by Representative Fischer <N. 
V.) relative to the firing upon the 
schooner Henry Crosby, whllo at anchor at 
Azua, S.into Domingo, Duo. 10, 1893. 
This matter was finally referred to a sub- 
comml ttee. 


Mr. Hitt (Rep., 111*.) reported from tho 


oommitteo ou foreign affairs a, resolution 
calling (Hi the president for the corres- 
pondence withHavti, respecting tho claim 
of Bernard Campbell of Boston for dam- 
ages because of injuries inflicted by nn as- 
sault committed in an attempt to force 
him into the naval service of Haytl, and it 
was agreed to. 


The consideration of the bond free coin- 


age bill was Wian resumed In committee 
of tho whole, under the five-minute rule. 


Mr. Diugley said that the amendment 


was open to the objection that it was not 
in place upon this bill, aud that it was in 
no sense a solution of the problem of free 
and unlimited coinage of silver. It was 
rejected—41 to 118. 


Mr. Bnimm (Rep., Pa.) offered an 


amendment to the senate substitute pro- 
viding that whenever the commercial ratio 
of the two metals varies from tho coinage 
ratio the seigniorage of the bullion pre- 
sented for coinage shall t>e retained by the 
government. 
After some debate this 


amendment was lost—39 to 85. 


Mr. Towns (Hep., Minn.) offered an 


amendment committing the United States 
to tho five coinage of silver at the ratio ot 
15H to 1 whun the mints of Germany and 
France shall have been opened for than 
purpose. He said the bill was agreed upon 
by a conference of economists in Europe 
List summer, aud was to be offered in the 
English parliament, the German reicbstag 
and tho French chamber of deputies. 


Mr. Dingley opposed it, aud its passage 


failed—53 to 146. 


On Mr. Crisp's motion to agree to the 


senate substitute without amendment the 
vote was: Yens, 80; nays, 190. It seemed 
thut half of the Democrats voted against 
their lender. The demonstation of over- 
whelming strength was greeted with ap- 
plnuse by the victorious side. 


The chairman announced that the result

Mr. Morrill was • hurriedly summoned

HOME RULE SENTIMENT. 


Anti-Parnellile Healy Boldly Declares Hit Dis- 


loyalty to England. 


LONDOK, Feb. 14.—T. M. Hoaly, antl- 


Parnellite, during the debate on the 
qaten's speech in the house of commons 
yesterday, admitted his disloyalty to Eng- 
land. He said he had been scut to par- 
liament to secure tho establishment of a 
native Irish parliament, and his endeavor, 
therefore, would be to harass, attack aud 
thwart in evtery way thoso who refused to 
grant Ireland home rule. 


Tho particular matter under discussion 


was the amendment offered by John 
Dillon, member for East Mayo, declaring 
that the absence of a bill providing for tho 
self-government of Ireland had aroused 
discontent among tho Irish and increased 
the difficulties existing in foreign affairs. 


Sir William Harcourt, leader of the op- 


position, said it was the belief of tho op- 
position that tho discontent prevailing in 
Ireland would not be extinguished until 
the demand of the Irish for local self-gov- 
ernment was satisfied. 
They would never 


cure the disorders of many centuries unless 
they went to the root ot the evil. The 
government had said that they would 
never grant home rule. 


"Never" was a word which in the Lib- 


eral interpretation was an unwise word, 
especially in the mouth of the occupant 
of the office ot chief secretary for Ireland, 
and he would advlso the chief secretary to 
modify the expression to "hardly ever." 
The future of home rule, he said, depended 
much upon the course pursued by the 
Irish members. Home rule certainly did 
uot get a great deal of encouragement 
from John Redmond, whose policy, Sic 
William said, appeared to be to attack the 
home rulers wherever he found them. 


Sir William, continuing, said that noth- 


ing had occurred to alter tho home rulo 
policy of tho opposition, and they con- 
tinued to adhere thereto as they had re- 
peatedly declared. 


A. J. Half our said he believed that when 


the Irish at home and abroad realized that 
parliament WAS sincerely and earnestly de- 
sirous of giving to Ireland a full and gen- 
erous measure of justice, a change of 
opinion would occur, removing at once 
aud for all time tho dissensions between 
the two nations. 


Here Mr. Healy mode the remarks pre- 


viously quoted, after which Mr. Dillon's 
amendment was rejected by a vote of U73 
to 100. 


Seeking Inlanders' Release. 


Loxnos, Feb. H.—Iu the house of com- 


mons yesterday, Mr. Chamberlain, secre- 
tary of state for the colonies, said, in reply | 
to a question, that only three of the Uit- 
landers arrested in Johannesburg and 
taken to Pretoria were now lu jail at tho 
latter placu, and it was his belief that if 
any of them were or should fall sick, they 
would bo released iu a manner similar to 
that in which John iiays Hammond, the 
American mining engineer, was set at 
liberty. In view of the fact, however, 
that the Inquiry Into the cases of the men 
arrested has been adjourned without date, 
he was considering whether it would not) 
bo proper to suggest to the Transvaal 
government that they be released on bail. 


Yale May Hold Her Trainer. 


NEW HAVEN, Feb. 14.—Michael Murphy, 


Yale's popular trainer, who has received a 
fluttering offer to accept a similar position 
at the Unlvsrsity of Pennsylvania, stated 
yesterday that he hud uot yet made up his 
mind whether he would accept the offer or 
not. Tho Yule Athletic association havu 
received despatches from many parts ot 
the country urging them to retain 
Murphy. It is believed au attempt will bo 
made to increase his salary, even if the in- 
crease would not make it as high as tbati i 
offered by thcPhiladelphians. Mr. Murphy 
is a personal friend of Coachor George W. 
Woodruff of Penysylvania, and he has al- 
ways been friendly to the university. 


Who Owns Trinidade?

PROVIDENCE. Fob. 14. — The new de- 


velopments in the salt it Is alleged will be

LONDON, Fob. 14.—The scientists of this 


groat metropolis aro discussing the news 
which has come to thorn from St. Peters- 
burg that Dr. Fridt.ipf Xansen, the iii- 
trepid Norwegian explorer, who for nearly 
B/i! years lias been roaming about aud 
through the iocs fastnesses of the Arctic 
ocean, had overcome the astounding diffi- 
culties of the northern wilderness aud had 
discovered the North Pole. 


The scientists are so astounded at this 


remarkable announcement that the donbt- 
ars of its authenticity ara even more nu- 
merous than its believers. 


Tho reported discovery is much dis- 


cussed lu the press this morning both here 
and elsewhere, and ths general opinion 
seems to be somewhat skeptical, without 
denying the possibility of tho truth of the 
report. 


But this report is held to at least indi- 


cate thut Dr. Nausen is safe and is return- 
ing. The BoyjU Geographical society's 
officials consider it strange that they 
should have received no word, as Dr. Nan- 
sen promised that tho society should have 
the very first news, and they have as yet 
received nothing. 
. The Times prints various conjectures on 
the subject, and concludes that 1C the news 
is true, Dr. Nansen has accomplished the 
task more rapidly than was expected. 


Outline of Nmiteu'8 Voyuge. 


Dr. Nnnseu left Norway in the Fram 


in June, 1893, and on July 24 of the same 
year a telegram from Borlevang, on the 
north coast of Norway, reported his pro- 
gram to be as follows: 


To the New Siberian islands, and thence 


directly north until the Pram should be 
imbedded in tho ice and drift along with 
it. following the west coijt of any land 
that might be met with uc^hwards. 


On Aug. 23, 1S93, Dr. Nanseu sent a dis- 


patch from Vardo, whluh he had written 
at Charabowa, in the Yugorski strait, on 
the 2d of the same month, announcing 
that he wus about to sail into the Kara 
sea, and that the Fram had behaved 
splendidly. Dr. Nansen's reputation as 
on explorer depends on his very remark- 
able and successful trip on snowshoes 
ncross southern Greenland. Ho tried tn 
discover the North Pole by a route and 
under conditions which presage great suf- 
fering and probable disaster. 


Undeterred by the drift of the Jcannotto 


and the ultimate destruction of the ship 
by the Siberian ice floes, Nausen sought 
the conditions which the Jeannette long 
In vain strove to avoid, aud hoped to pluck 
safety and success from the very nettle of 
danger. 


He started in a specially constructed 


ship, which, however, failed to commend 
Itself to any Arctic explorer, and plung- 
ing into the ice floes to the northeast of 
Kara sea with his courageous com- 
panions, expected to drift across or very 
near the neighborhood of the North Pole. 


They trusted entirely to favorable ocean 


currents, which Xivnseu estimated would 
carry them across the unknown regions of 
the Arctic zone into open waters between 
Spitzbergon and Greenland. 


He figured ou the average speed ol the 


whole "urrent at two nautical miles a 
day, and contemplated ati absence of two 
or three years. 


It will be noticed that he totally disre- 


garded tho accepted axioms for success- 
fully navigating nn icy region, of keeping 
near "a costline and insuring a reasonably 
safe line o( retreat. 


Whatever measure ot success Niiusen 


may attain—andhiscour.ige merits much 
from fickle fortune—his plau is condemned 
by most all voyagers of experience as ex- 
tremely rash am', inadvisable.
